U. S. To Argue Against Jim Crow Schools 

The U. S. government will file a brief opposing 
segregation in the nation’s public schools during 
final arguments before the U. S. Supreme Court on 
ec. 7, a high government spokesman disclosed in 
Washington. 

Intervening in the controversial sectional court 
battle for the first time, Justice Department lawyers, 
it was revealed, will argue that segregated schools 
pir a violation of the Constitution. In view of the 










large Federal grants to public schools, especially in 
| the South, the Federal Government automatically be- 
' comes an unwilling partner to Jim Crow schools, 
the lawyers will contend. 

The action, personally urged by President Eisen- 
hower to carry out his campaign promises of elimi- 
nating segregation where Federal funds are in- 
volved, is expected to touch off a flurry of protests in 
the South. Not only is the move expected to cripple 
GOP organizing plans in the South, but the interven- 
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tion in the school segregation battle may cost the Repu) 
lican administration support of the Dixie bloc for the 
program in the next session of Congress. felpk

Simmonds and the reporter, 
Vincent Truman, were arrested after Norman Manley, 
National Party leader, charged that secret documents had 
been sold to merchants. Manley said the tip offs the 
merchants received cost the government more than 
$250,000 in revenue.

Order Ist Negro Undergraduate To Leave La. U. 

Louisiana State Universi- 
ty’s first Negro undergrad- 
uate student, whose enroll- 
ment set off a legal battle 
which reached the U. S. Su- 
preme Court, was ordered 
to leave the campus by 
school officials in Baton 
Rouge. A student there for 
only two months, 17-year- 
old A. P. Tureaud, son of a 
prominent New Orleans 
lawyer, was ordered ad- 
mitted to the institution by 
a New Orleans Federal 
judge. Later an appellate 
court ruled that the lower 
court judge lacked this au- 
thority.

A charter was granted the North Carolina College at 
Durham by Phi Alpha Theta Fraternity, a national his- 
torical society comprised of honor students in history. 
The first Negro college to receive a charter from the 
society, the school’s initial four-student chapter was in- 
stalled last week. 


Land-Grant College Unit Urged To End Race Bias 

Dr. R. B. Atwood, president of Kentucky State College, 
appealed to the Association of Land Grant Colleges and 
Universities to admit Negro members during the group’s 
meeting in Columbus. Invited to address the association, 
Dr. Atwood proposed integration as the only means 
whereby presidents of 17 Negro land-grant colleges could 
share in a co-operative program. 


Policewoman Nabs Va. Professor Who Made Pass 

A Virginia Union University professor, Dr. John M. 
Smith, 43, was arrested in Richmond, Va., by a pretty 
policewoman who charged him with molesting her on the 
street. Mrs. Betty Kelly, one of the police department’s 
most attractive officers and a member of the Broad Street 
“wolf patrol,” said that dapper Dr. Smith accosted her as 
she was walking to work. 





Say Texas Principal Swapped Jobs For ‘Dates’ 

A San Antonio, Texas, woman charged that she 
was unable to get a teaching job at the F. W. Gross 
High School in nearby Victoria because she refused 
to be intimate with the principal. Appearing as a 
witness before State Education Commissioner J. W. 
Edgar in Austin, Mrs. Travis Rudolph said that the 
principal, D. M. Marshall, made it clear that she 
could not get a job unless she agreed to what she 
called “the Marshall Plan.” Nine instances of mis- 
conduct were contained in a petition signed by 342 
Victoria citizens asking for Marshall’s ouster. He 
denied the charges. 

















ARE SCHOOL TEACHERS f 
BETTING YOUNGER? 
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An attractive, prim, young lady pushed her way through 
the huddles of fresh-faced kids to the counter of a South- 
ern high school office and asked a clerk if the principal 
was present. Glancing up from her typewriter, the clerk 
inquired: “Are you another one of those transfer stu- 
dents?” The young lady, momentarily embarrassed, 
cleared her throat and replied, ‘““My goodness, no! I’m the 
new algebra teacher.” 

This young schoolmarm was typical of below-25-year- 
old newcomers to public school teaching, whose youthful 
appearances belie the fact that they are college-trained 
possessors of modern techniques and skills in instructing 
children of this atomic and television age. Calm and con- 
fident, young and pretty, these newcomers are the life- 
blood of a profession which for years has been under- 
staffed. 

A typical example of this vibrant young set which is 
gradually obscuring the old-maidish stereotype of school 
teachers is vivacious Miss Elouise- McCallum of New Or- 
leans. A 1951 honor graduate of Southern University, 
where she reigned as a fraternity queen for three con- 
secutive years, 22-year-old Miss McCallum entered the 
profession (as a fifth grade teacher) because she “loves 
children.” Now “crazy about teaching,” Miss McCallum 
nevertheless lives a full, active life. She drives her own 
car, travels extensively, takes modern dancing lessons 
and enjoys frequent dates. 

Miss McCallum, and her fellows, are a far cry from 
women teachers of genera- 
tions ago, for yesteryear’s 
teachers were expected to 
live circumspect lives, free 
of gaiety, strong drink, 
cigarettes, dates. The ster- 
eotype was that of an old 
maid, forever wearing a 
stern, forbidding look and 
pince-nez glasses and car- 
rying a threatening ruler 
in one hand. 















Young Teachers No Novelty 


Surprisingly, however, today’s young teachers are no | 


novelty. When schools were first organized, it was not 
unusual for 14- and 15-year-old girls to teach classes. 
Many of them even headed the once-typical little “red 
school houses.” What is new, experts point out, is the 
modern conception of education, with once-taboo sub- 
jects like sex finally coming of age. 

There was, for example, the case of the 20-year-old 
teacher, a graduate of a topnotch woman’s college in the 
East, who was greeted by a burst of laughter one day as 
she entered her crowded classroom. Glancing at the 
blackboard, she saw scribbled in big letters: “Teach us 
sex!” 

The well-shaped teacher, frequently the object of wolf 
whistles in school corridors, grinned as she went to the 
blackboard and erased the words. “Someone,” she said, 
“evidently has had too much school work. A movie date 
might be just what he needs.” 

The quick-witted reply to the mischievous student 
touched off another wave of laughter, after which the 
teacher got down to business—with the cooperation and 
respect of her pupils. 

The new trend in education is what administrators call 
an attempt to prepare students for life, career-wise and 
moral-wise. Today’s bright, keen-minded youngsters de- 
mand more than Latin and French, more than the “three 
R’s.” They want knowledge which 
will prepare them for good jobs, 
happy marriages, a high standard 
of living after graduation. 

Faced with the task of meeting 
these needs are Negro teachers 
whose students, perhaps for the 
first time, are studying for the im- 
proved opportunities provided by a 
wave of liberalism in race relations. 
Negro youngsters of today hold 
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' teachers. 


higher career hopes than their parents, or even their 


A story is told of a pig-tailed girl who asked her Wash- 
ington, D. C., teacher, “What should I study to become 
an engineer?” Surprised, the teacher said, “Name one 
Negro woman engineer!” The girl couldn’t, whereupon the 
rigid-minded schoolmarm said: “Go into teaching.” But 
instead of taking the schoolmarm’s advice, the girl put 
the proposition to her parents. Result: Washington will 
have a Negro woman engineer in a few years. 

As long as teaching remains a top-level, social-prestige 
profession in areas thickly populated by Negroes, there 
will be the problem of unimaginative, rigid-minded 
schoolmarms. That is one reason why the influx of young 
teachers in the profession is a blessing for the kids. 
These pretty, young and vibrant teachers know one thing 
every kid should know: Nothing beats a trial but a failure. 
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Yesterday In Negro History 

November 21, 1865—Shaw University in Raleigh,

@ Padmore points out that Africans have discovered to 
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their displeasure that they have slept too long in matters 
of world affairs, but “having awakened they will not 
again fall asleep.” Africans, observes the author, have 
learned a harsh historical lesson: If people make no de- 
mands, the rulers make no changes. Imperialists make 
concessions only when mass pressure assumes an ex- 
plosive character.

In other words, 
the point is: a fan sits down in the comfort of his 
home, flips a switch, and there’s a bout for him to 
watch. No cash outlay, no traffic jams, no smoke- 
filled arenas. But is it free? And are promoters justi- 
fied in making some of the matches they do? 

Both answers converge in one word, no! The 
bouts aren’t free for two reasons: 1) a fan must 
shell out a good piece of change to buy a set; 
2) he can’t get the bouts without the commer- 
cials. And if the commercials weren’t paying off, 
then the manufacturers wouldn’t pay the bills. 
Many of the pugs who appear on television should 

be fighting in small clubs, most of them in the 
sticks, learning tricks of their gory trade. But in 
fairness to promoters, it must be admitted that the 
caliber of talent today is low (who is the heavy- 
weight champion?) and television’s great demand 
for fighters is both killing off small clubs and ex- 
ceeding supply. It is indeed a vicious circle, with 
promoters and fans in the middle. Still, how many 
of these Araujo-Davis things can a nation stand?
